Germany, Great Britain, Japan, Italy and 
France each have taken in excess of 100,000,000 
pounds this year. The department predicts that 
at the rate cotton has been moving the foreign 
shipments will total 6,000,000 bales, or 90 per cent 
of the estimated 1921 crop.

The food question lies back of the present con­ 
troversy raging over Henry Ford’s offer to buy 
out the nitrate plants at Muscle Shoals in Ala­ 
bama, according to Norman Hapgood, the pubü 
cist, in a recent syndicated newspaper article. 
Hapgood declares it is the farmers and busi­ 
ness men along the great Tennessee river, who see 
in it a vision of food production keeping up with 
population growth, that are behind the propa 
ganda in favor of Ford getting the big works that 
Uncle Sam erected at fabulous coat for war pur 
poses. 
Should Henry Ford, in the end, succeed in buy 
ing Muscle Shoals, food conservationists believe 
he could and would manufacture nitrogen, 
the 
greatest of all fertilizers, on ao cheap a scale as 
to enable planters and farmers everywhere in time 
to catch up with Europe in the vital matter o 
food production. 
Hapgood points out that while the population 
of the United States increased 21 per cent from 
1900 to 1910, the crop» of the United States in­ 
creased only 10 per cent. Hapgood write»; 
“Let u* go back to the last normal year before 
the war balled everything up. In that year Bel­ 
gium raised over 70 bushels of oats to the acre. 
“Germany, with a bad natural soil, raised over 
60, the United Kingdom over 40, Italy, Austria 
and France over 80. 
“The United States and Russia brought up the 
rear, both with less than 30. 
“Or take potatoes in the same year Belgium 
raised near 300 bushels per acre, the United King­ 
dom and Germany over 225, the United States con­ 
siderably lees than 100. 
“Now that is a question of soil culture, mainly 
of fertilizers, and the principal fertiliser is nitro­ 
gen. 
And the greatest nitrogen possibilities in 
the world are at Muscle Shoals, in Alabama, on 
Hie Tennessee river, and that is what the rum­ 
pus is about.”— Interstate Grocer, St. Louis, Mo.
